The Orchard of the Empire 


From the C. P. B. pamphlet ‘Southern British Columbia’’. 


Lees than 50 years ago British Colun- 
wie wae chown on maps of North America 
as ‘New Caledonia’, and wae held aca 
(ur preserve by the Hudson’s Bay Co. 
under lease from the British Govern- 
ment. Tothe world at large it was a 
hyperboresn wilderness, a home of 
@avage men and wild beaste. One day 
gold wae discovered, thousands of tr ae- 
ure hunters ruched in, and sudden and 
important changes occurred. The terri- 
tory wae created a Crown Colony with a 
reeponsible government, laws were en- 
acted and enforced in accordance with 
British precedent, roate and traile were 
made to the ‘‘digginge’’, civic, education- 
al sad religious institutions were estab- 
lished, and British Columbia emerged 
from obecurity and became the Mecca of 
@ vast army of sturdy pilgrime fromm all 
parte of the world. 

The primary object of the new comers 
was gold, and the fortunate ones suc- 
ceeded ia wiauing about § 0,000,000 in 
the peried between 1858 and 1848, bat 
the needs of the miners encouraged 
ventures in other industries, and in due 
couree British Columbia's timber and 
tieberies came to be regarded as nearly 
equal in importance with her gold mines. 
During the halcyon days of placer win- 
ing agriculture was ignored—for who 
would waste energy in planting potatoes 
du soil that produced crops of nuggete— 
but whea the gulden harvests became 
dighter and the work of mining harder, 
meny minere turned to farming, some 
from necessity, others for congenial em- 
ployment. Cultivated flelds and cattle 
rancher slowly began to appear in the 
beautiful valleys, on the luke fronts and 
viver banks. Few of these early cultiva- 
tore took their new occupation seriously 
—to must of them it was stop gap to 
permit the prosecution of their real 
work of prospecting, while to others it 
was little less than a pastime. The 
sninority, practical farmere who were in 
warnet, made money and today their ine 
residences, embowered in flowers and 
ehrubberis, surrounded by well tilled 
Gelds and fruitful orchards, are the envy 
ae well as the incentive of every new 
settler. The industry and intelligent 
efforts of these pioneer farmers demun- 
etrated the capabilities of the enil of 
Britieh Columbia for producing in per- 
fection every cereal, f:uit and vegetable 
which can be grown in the temperate 
sone. As these prosperous holdings are 
well distributed through the eoutbern 
portions of the province, those whocome 
atter have but to follow the example set 

to attain success, 

The tendency in the early daye when 

dand lawe were lax or pon-exietont wae 
tu etake largeareasuf lund. Ln this way 
many of the most fertile valleys were 
snooopolised by a few individuals, who 
owned from 1,000 to 30,000 acres, many 
more than they could possibly cultivate 
or otherwise utilise. These big estates 
are now being subdivided and sold in 
small parcele, with the result that small 
ferme aod orcharde are becoming ple::ti- 
ful on ground which was held for years 
a8 pesture or merely for purposes of 
epeculation. The breaking up of these 
large ranches is one of the must hopeful 
signe of the times, as it ineures a large 
increase in the industrial population ae 
well a0 the bringing under cultivation of 
very considerable areas of land io differ- 
e@ut parte of the province and the esta>- 
didiment of new communities, all 
coptributing to the genvural prosperity. 
Mappily the laud mieere were not able 
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to “grab everything in eight’. Their 
holdinge though large, only represented 
a small percentage of the available agri- 
cultural land, the bulk of which ie etill 
held by the Provincial and Dominion 
Governmente and the C. P. R. Co, thie 
company being granted several thourand 
acres, contiguous to ite maio line aud 
branches, as a bonus for furnishing 
transportation facilities ané thus render- 
ing all the lands, mineral, timber and 
agricultural, valuable to the province 
and to the individasal miner, lamberman 
and farmer.

The proverbial difficulty experienced 
by an old dog in learning new tricke 
accounts in a grext measure for the slow 
progreee made in farming during the 
early days of Britieh Columbia. The 
miuer, always a prospective millionaire, 
did not take kindly to the prosiac occu- 
pation of planting thinge and waiting 
for them to grow, and it was sot until 
the C. P. R. had constructed branches 
from ite main line into the fertiie valleya 
and in conjunction with the govern- 
mente, advertised their capabilities to 
the world that agriculture assumed the 
importance of a distinct industry. Since 
the adoption of thie policy and ite per- 
sistent prosecution the increase in all 
branches of agriculture has been steady, 
but the great opportunities offered by 
the prairie country for quick profite in 
wheat checked the westward tide of 
immigration, and it is but recently that 
settlers in large numbers have begun to 
croes the Rocky Mountaine and establish 
homes in British Columbia. The ad- 
vantazes offered by the province, how- 
ever, are 80 manifest that no svoner hae 
anew comer established himeelf than 
he becomes an enthusiastic immigration 
agent and hastens to advise hie friends 
and old neighbora to ‘pull up etakes and 
come to the Garden of Canada’. The 
ideal conditions of soil and climate, in 
the midet of beautiful and inepiring 
ecenery, and the ready sale at good 
prices fur everything produced are fully 
appreciated by men who have been 
“grabbing along” in the worn out fields 
of the older countries and their glowing 
reporte are inducing thousands of the 
farmers in Eastern Canada, the United 
States and the British Isles to eell ont 
and secure land in Svuthern British 
Columbia, which is destined to become 
the orchard of the Ewpire, as the prairie 
provinces are ite granary. 

Markete. 

It ie an axiom in trade that “there is 
no market like the home market,'’ aod 
in thie respect Britis Columbia is 
singularly blessed, fur there is no coun- 
try in the world which offere euch 
exceptional advautages in the way of 
markete for farm producte. The mining 
and logging campe,with which the whole 
country is dotted, employing thousands 
of men; the numerous working mines 
and emeltere with their large staffs of 
employees; the sailwaye, operating and 
under conetruction, and the lake and 
river eteamers, are all liberal patrons 
of the farmer at prices unaffected by 
competition, for imported articles do not 
disturb local trade, and in every case 
home producte are preferred to those 
from abroad, The established cities an4 
towne aod the new ones which are con- 
stantly springing up, with the opening 
of new mines and the establishment of 
new inductries, affurd eplendid markete 
to the farmer, who deals directly with 


the consumer os retuiler for cash — the’ 


trading system in vogue in older coun: 
tries being practically unknown. Fruite 
and early vegetables not dieposed of 
locally Gad an unlimited market enet of 
the Rocky Mountaine and in the citice 
of the province. Egge, butter, milk and 
cream are always at a premium, the 
local production falling far short of sup- 
plying the demand. In many towne 
fre-h milk ie hard to get, and it ie un- 
known in the mining, lumbering and 
railway campe where the imported 
condensed substitute is used. The im- 
portatione of these articles into British 
Columbia for an average year throw light 
on the possibilities for dairying in South- 
ern British Coluumbia. They are: 

Butter, $1,179,511; condensed milk 
and cream, $165,000; egge, $330,000; 
poultry, $73.700; eheese, §333,342. A 
total of over $2,000,000 sent out of the 
province anuually for articles which can 
be profitably produced at home.

FOREST FIRES 


Forest firest during the past week have done an im- 
mense amount of damage to timber and property in this 
valley as well asin many parts of Kootenay. So dense 
became the smoke that it was impossible to see anything 
a mile distant for several days, but on Monday a heavy 
rain came that pnt out most of the tires and brought the 
finest scenery in America into view again. 

Near Spillamachene a fire is reported to have burned 
up a great quantity of valuable timber, but particulars are 
lacking, although great clouds of smoke came up the valley 
from that direction. 

Up Horse Thief creek, above McDonald creek, another 
fire burned fiercely and destruyed some fine timber limits, 
and at one time it was feared it would cross McDonald 
creek and burn the fine timber along the road. Mining

Dennis an advance copy of a new C, P. R. pamphlet 
entitled “Southern British Columbia”. It is very attrac- 
tively printed and contains many good cuts, besides con- 
taining a great amount of useful information for the benefit 
of the homeseeker, investor, sportsman and tourist. Quite 
appropriately it advertises Suuthern B. C.as “The Garden 
of Canada”. Of the Columbia Valley it says: 

Going northward from the Crows Nest branch of the 
the C. P. R., the Columbia Valley is entered at Canal Flat. 
The scenic beauties and fertility of this magnificent valley, 
baffle description. Dominated on the east by the Rocky 
and the west by the Selkirk Mountains, the diversity and 
grandeur of scene from point of view, is fairly bewildering. 
The only present means of transportation is by stage from 
Cranbrook and Fort Steele to Wilmer and Windermere 
and by steamer from Windermere to Golden, on the C, P. 
R. main line, or vice versa, but it is probable that a railway 
will shortly traverse the valley from north to south. The 
advent of such a road would be followed by an inrush of 
settlers and the development of minerals and timber, fur 
the country is well endowed in both respects. Quite a few 
settlers have taken up land in the valley, and despite the 
lack of quick communication with the outside world, they 
are all doing well. Grains, vegetables and fruits flourish 
and cattle and sheep thrive on the nutritious bunch grass 
which covers the benches and hillsides. The snowfall is so 
light that the live stock winter out and winter feeding is 
the exception. 

The Jands in the Kootenay and Columbia Valleys from 
Golden, south to Tobacco Plains, on the border of the 
United States, are mostly in the hands of the Guvernmen, 
and ‘the C. P. R. Co., and are nearly all open to settlerzent 
by pre-emption or by purchase at low prices and easy terros 
of payment. fee 
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M. J. Henry, the Vancouver nursery man, speaking of 
selling nursery stock at the recent meeting of the Pacific 
Coast Association of Nurserymen is quoted as follows: 

“Our method is simply to use printer’s ink instead of 
paying a commission to one agent for selling, aud another to 
deliver and collect. Keep your business before the people, 
in the papers you consider best for the purpose, and keep 
at it. Do not be discouraged if you do not receive an order 
from every reader of a paper in which you advertise, for 
they may not need anything in your line this year, nor 
possibly next, but you may rest assured that the intelligent 
reading public will bear you in mind and eventually trial 
orders will come. If you send what is asked for or explain 
the reason why, they will come again. 

“If people can send their orders by mail tv department 
stores, seed houses or jewelry merchants, why should they 
not make up an order from a nursery catalog, inclose their 
money and receive their goods by mail, express or freight, 
rame as other business houses. By this method the nursery 
man is certainly doing a much safer business than through 
canvassers, for he is not obliged to send out one dollar’s 
worth of stock until payment is received (unless he is so 
inclined), and therefore not obliged to charge his good cash 
customers an extra price to cover the losses he will surely 
sustain if he undertakes to ship out his stuff and collect on 
delivery or at some later time, 

“Ry adding an extra plant or tree of some surplus 
stock, you do yourself no injury and help to please your 
customers, You need not expect to please everybody, the 
person who has done that lies up in the cemetery with an 
obituary on his tumbstone, but you will get your share of 
of the trade. Always remember that a pleased customer is 
one of your best advertisements.

An expert nurseryman says the hard- 
iness or nonhardiness of trees depends 
largely upon where the seeds from 
which the trees in question sprang came 
from, Satisfactory results are seldom 
experienced by planting a seed obtain- 
ed from the sunny south, say. By plant- 
ing seeds generally farther north, how- 
ever, treea may be at length hardened 
and acclimated until a seed from such 
a tree may be reasonably expected to 
thrive and mature its fruits. 

Trees, like people, acquire their hab- 
ite from the climate in which they live. 
The northern tree knows instinctively 
when the time bas come to ripen its 
frvits, The southern tree follows the 
same instinct, being tf no hurry, as 
there is little likelibood of real cold. 
With transplantings farther sorth its 
babit changes. 

The great trouble with most people te 
that they want to jump a tree from 
south to north et one move. This same 
idea is evident én the attempt to bring 
various fruit trees from Russia to the 
forthern United States.
